hen he heard of Nicanors comming, 
he iſſued out of Samaria fo meete him, and 
after they had ſtoke the hattell, Ioda: flew 
of the Greekes to the number of 18. thou- 
fandhozſmen,twke Nicanor aling,and was, 
minded to kill him. But Nicanor beſought 
him ofpardon,atledging that the king knew 
well enough, chat He degan not this battaile 


with dis god win, dut leaſt he ſhould tranſ- 


grelle the commaundement ofthe king his 
maiſter. Wherefoze (ſaith he) J humbly 
belech your Maeſtie not to kill me, and 3 
lweare vnto you, that J wil neuer bear ar⸗ 
mos againſt pou, noꝛ anop vou in any wiſe, 
Upon this the K. made a league with him, 
anddumilked him. 50 he returned to the R. 
his maſter with thame enough. After this 


Demetrius dyed; and Liſia his ſon raigned

but maued againe king.Lyſia to make a

tum, til he had ſfrongly repay2ed again his | 
army. Then came he the ſecond time vpon 
Judas, in which conflict the Iſralites wers 
put io fight. King Ivdas notwithſtanding, _ - 
fled neither one wap noꝛ other, ut called ts 
bis men, and crhozted them to returne and 
ſtick by him, yet they would not obey him. 
So bee abid alone with his dzawen ſwozde 
in his hande vnto whome none of his ene- 
mies durſt appꝛoach nigh,but with charets 
t hoꝛſmen they enuironed him, and archers, 
chot at him, wounding him foze, till he fell 
down dead vpon the ground, and they that 
were about him wer taken aliue.The fime 
that he raigned ouer Jſracl was ſix veares. 
Many of the Greeks captains were ſlaine 
alſo in that battaile, and the king hunſelf fs - 
wounded,that he was faine to get him into 
his country to be cured of his woundes.Af- 
ter he had recouered his health, he returnd 
again, came to Jeruſalem, and to al the cit- 
ties of Iſrael, with the power of the greks 
wherewith hee ſo afflicted them at that 
time fo; the ſpaceof foure months after the 
death of Judas, that d like tribulation was

til at length, the king of the Grecians flew 
Ionathas by a traine. is raigne oucr Jſras 
el was fir years. Then was Simon his b:o⸗ 
ther N. in his ſted. Againſt him Antiochus 
the 2. king of the Grecians tame to warre. 
But Simion met him, + laid firſt an ambuſh 
to entrap the Greekes,and then oꝛdered his 
battels in array againſt Antiochus. After 
that, he with his whole hoaſt made a face, 
faining as though they fled, and retyꝛed, til 
they perteined Antiochus, who purſued th? 
to be within their danger, then the ambuſh 
b:ake fo2th vpon the Greeks, made a verp 
great ſlaughter. After this $1mion returnd 
to Jeruſalem with great ioy. Then ſent 
Ptolomee King of Egypt, an embaſſage to 
Simion King ok Iſraell, offering him hes 
daughter in marriage. To thys requeſt 
when King Symeon had conſented , Pto- 


lome tame to Jeruſalem, where was made 


him a great feaſt,a were alied toge⸗ 


ther.

Wham Ptolomee durſt not but obay,fo2 at 
that time v king of Egypt was in ſubiedion 
to the Greekeg. Therefaze when Schimeon 
cam into Egipt toſce his father in law Pto- 
lomec he was receiued with great feaſting: 
but in theſame he had payſon giuenhim,s 
he dyed thercof. Beides this alſo, his ſon 
which came with him, Ptolomee taſt in pꝛi⸗ 
ſon. Theſe things iuffly chanced vnto Schi- 
meon, foꝛ that he had tranigreffed the wozd 


of the Koꝛd, that foꝛbad all aliance with te 


Gentiles. The time that he raigned ouer 
Iſrael, was 18. veares. Then Iohn hisſon 
raigned in his ſtead, who was called Hirca- 
14s in the Greeke tongue. The lame Ptolo- 
mee king ol Egypt inuaded Iſraell with all 
the power that he could make. But Iohn the 
ſan of Schimeon met him, and the Lo2d o- 
ucrthzew Ptolomee with his whole heat, 
that they wore llaine of the Jſcalites, and 
purſued to the Citty Dagon, about which 
time the Iſralitss made trenches, & beſied- 
gedit. Now within the tawne they had the 
mother ot king Hircanus, whom Prolomee 
cauſed to be ſet — — the walles, and te be 
ins in the ſight of her ſon.

and encamped againſt Sic hem. Then king 
Alexander waged ſir thouſand hoꝛeſmen to 
ayde him. But the King of the Grecians 
mit pꝛiuilp to the auncientes of the Sectas 
ries, that they ſhould not ayd Alexander: to 


theſouldiozs alſo that Alexander had hired, 


heſentrewards, gold and filuer, that thep 
returned home to their countrep , and ap⸗ 
ded not Alexander, whereupon he was not 
able to withſtand Demetrius. Therefo2e 
hearing that Demetrius was remoued fro 
diehem towarde Jeruſalem, intending to 
take him in the city. he fled by night with a 
few ol his men to the mountains, and lur- 


bed there. When the men of 3ſraely were 
in ludea, heard that the king was fled out 


of Jeruſalem, and that the city was in fear 
lo tome into the handes of the Grecians:

At the fame time returned Veſpaſianis | 
lende, hoſt that Nero had ſent int 
the welt parts as Germany. Biittaine am 
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declared, what miſchefe the Pꝛieſtes hadde 
wꝛought to the Roman hoaſt in Indea, how 
they had flaine the Romans, and ſo fozth,al 
the taile as he had heard of Agrippa Ca- 
ſtius, ſphich diſpleaſed Vaſpaſian greatlie. 

After this, Nero ſent Vafpaſian captaine; 
and his ſon Titus, to reuenge Þ Romanes 
on the Perſians and Jews,gining in com» 
maundement to race their walled cities, to 
beat down whatſoever they found, with⸗ 
outſparing either man, woman oꝛ child, in⸗ 
fants, ſucking babes, 02 olde folkes, but to 
flay all. Bo that Vaſpaſian and Titus ſet foz 
ward with a choſen and pickt armp of the 
Romans, paſſed the ſeas, and came to An- 
tiocha. The Jewes hauing intelligence of 
this, choſe aut of their captaines, thꝛee of Þ 
pzncipall emoſt expert warrioꝛs, of whom 
Jloſeph pꝛieſt that wꝛote this hiſtoꝛie was 
one, who by the diuine fauour am not ig⸗ 
nozaunt in feates o armes, noz coward in 
chinalry, and Anani the high pꝛieſt and E- 
lealar his fon, To theſe th2ee they commit- 
ted the whole land of Iudea, diuiding it to 
them by lof,+ gaue the a furniture of war.

Fo2 hel tile 
deuiſed thus with his counſell: firſt toll 
uade Galilee', and after to trye whatth 
could do in Judea.: Joſeph Goripn hau 
intelligence of this his purpoſe , deparſſ heat 
A from Jeruſalem fo Galilee,builte ors JJ wt 
Townes that were deſtroped, a 9Fvi 
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red their wals, gates, bars, and pallates, 
92dained alſo captaines ouer the people, to 
lead and gouern them, ſome of thouſands, 
ſome of hũdꝛeds tribunes & decurians. He 
inſtructed the people alſo in feats of wars, 
what ö ſounds of trumpets ſigniſed, what 
ſound ſeracd tao fal in arap, what to gather 
the ſouldiers together, and what to deuide 
them.

i ſelus. Be not afraid of death, but rather be 
tout in defence of your country, that ye be 
not led away from it, x to fight fo: the ſanc⸗ 
tuarp ofthe Koꝛd, that it be not ſtained and

"F tiles, Conſider, that it is better to dye in 
battel, thẽ to liue in captiuity & bondage. 
A Therefoze when as e ſhall come to iopne 
with vour enemies, and ſhal ſœ any of the 
Ai beaten downe, and attempt to riſe againe, 
gseuer of yon is bp x ſcth him remem⸗ * 
lle okpour God, wherewith it be 
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being moued therewith, ſtrike him that he 
neuer riſe again. But if vou ſhall ſ& any of 
your fellowes downe, being inclined with 
the zeale of pour God, reſcue him from the 
hands of pour enemies, and ifhe be not pet 
kild, cure him. If he be dead, pee ſhall doe 
what pd can to bury him in the Jraelites 
burtall.

Then the captaine beſought Ioſeph, ſap⸗ 
ing, J beſcech the,my Lozd, let one of mp 
hands be cut off, and leaue mee the other. 
This lolepl: and his ſouldio2s langht to 
ſcozne, iudging him to be no valiant man, 
noꝛ of hawtp courage: Joſeph bad his ſol⸗ 


dier gine him the ſwo2d in his owne hand, 


aud let him cut off which hande he liff,and 
leaue him which he will.

About that time, it was ſignified allo to 
them of Jeruſalẽ, that the Askalonires had 
entred in friendſhippe with the Romaines, 
They lent therefoze Neger the Edomite, 4 
Schiloch the Babyloma:, g lehochanan vw 
à power of the common people, theſe cam 
fo Askalon t beſieged it a greatſpace,with- 
in the towne was a Roman captaine called 
Antonius, a valiant man and a god warri⸗ 
our, vpon a certaine night, in the mozning 
watch, iſſued out ofthe Towne with his 


company, to giue a Camiſado to the Jews 


that befieged the towne,entred their camp 
and made a great flaughter, continuing the 
ſame till it was day light, (e that about 
10000.0f the Jews were ſlaine, the reſt ne

Romans in their purſute ſought, but found 
him not. Uherefo2ethey ſet aſire the wod 
that it burnt rounde about the Sepulcher 


wherein he lap hidde, and conſumed all the 


tries, ſhꝛubs, and buſhes, but came not nie 
the ſepulcher. Foz Neger had called to the 
Lozd with his whole heart, fo deliver him 
this once from his enemies, leaſt heſhould 
be ſhamefully handled of them, pꝛomiſing 
af another time fo be ready to die valiant⸗ 
ly in his quarell. So Neger eſcaped the Ro- 
mans by the helpe of the God of Alraell, in 
whomhe pat his truſt. Shoꝛtly after ſent p 
Ieroſolimites much people to Askalona, fa 
the uwnber of 1 8000. god men of warre, to 


bury the bodies of the Jewes that were 
| flainein the conflictes by Antonie. They 


ſcughtalſo the body of Neger the Edomite, 
but they found it not, till at length he cried 
unto them out of the Sepulcher, ſaping, -

A map be auenged of them in the wars of 
the Lo2d.Do Neger declared vnto themat 
large, all thinges how they chaunced bnty 
him: wherefoze the Jews reiopced great 
ly, that they had found him aline,# thathe 
was ſaued by ſuch a myꝛacle, and the lan 
deliuerd him. Therfoze thep put their tri 
in the Lo2d, beleening that God would be 
pꝛeſent with them to ayde them, wherein 
this deliuerance of Neger they toke fo; a 
ſure token. The Romans kept them with 
in the Zowne foz feare of the Jewes that 
were come to burie the bodies. So ß Jews 
buried all the bodies of their owne parte 
that were llaine in both battailes, fo the 
Romans were not able to pꝛohibite and ia 
them, but helde them in the Towne. Am 
when the burtall was finiſhed, they toon 
Neger with them to Jeruſalem , to gin 
God thankes there fo2 his delinerauncox 
that pꝛeſent. Then Ioſeph the Pꝛieſt g 
thered his ſtrength, and came vpon Ask 
lon with his whole army, aſſaulted them, 
got the vpper hand, ano wan the toon a 


ter ſlewe Antonie and all his people with] - 
the Swoꝛde, that of all tht valiantmend 


Marre that were with him, not one el 
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hamlets that were thereabout without the 
tolon, he burnt them al. And {s ſerued he al 
the townes thereabout, that had entred in 
league, with the Komaines , ſlaping both 
Jews and Romans that dwelt. in them w 
the ſwo2d,as many as he found, and they: 
houſes be burnt. This done, Ioſeph returs 
ned againe to Zippoꝛie, fought with them 
and got the bpper hand, there ſhed he much 
bloud of the people that hadde ' conſpired 
with the Romans, vterly deſtroied them, 
burnt their cities e vilages,led their wiues 
and childzen pꝛiſoners vnto Jeruſalem, 
g all the Romans he found there, hee put 
them to death. When V afpaſian 4 Titus 
had heard ok all that loſephus had done a- 
gainff the Romans, both how he flue their 
garriſons as many as he could find in Ga- 
-lilee, and all the Jewes that had made anp 
league wilh him and his ſons , they were 
wonderfull wꝛoathe, and in a great rage. 
They toke theretoze their tourny, 4 cams 
to Apitelma, atherwiſe called Acho,wher- 
as at that time, Agrippas king of Judea, 
was abiding, and 40000 men with him, 
all god men of warre, and acchers euerie 
one: theſe toyned themſelnes with Veſpa- 
ſaos acmp, by which meanes the Romans 
cmpe became verie huge.

When Nirabck | 
ſifting vppon his ſeafe of eſtate that was 
made him there in the wod nigh to the cane 
ſaw Tol: eph come towards him, he roſe 'bp,e 
embꝛacing him, kiſſed him, ſet him on his 
right hand and wept with him abundantly, | 
he honoured his fellow alſo, placing him be⸗ 
twene Pollerinus and Gallicanus whomhe 
had that pꝛeſent with him. Then Nicanor 
aſked him foꝛ the reſt of the men khat were 
with him, willing that they ſhuld come fozth * 
and he would honoꝛ them alſo, and do them 
no harm. Joſeph declared the whole matter 
vnto him what was become of them. Nica- 
not hearing of ths pertinatious ſtubberneſſe 
of the Jewes hearfes, and their wickedin | 
tentes, was wonderfully mooued.

the Komanes in the Citty, they laboured to 
arriue and ſet a land: but ſodaineip a huge 
tempeſt and a mighty ſloꝛme, dꝛoue al their 
ſhips againſt the rocks that were in the ſea 
ſhoze,(foz there was no hauen fo; ſhippes) 
and there they were loff many of them : and 
ſach as ſwam to Land, the Romains flew. 
They that were dꝛowned in the ſea, ſlaine 
by the Romaines, were in number 4. thou⸗ 
land, god men of warre: beſides thein, were 
llaine in the towne 40000. all Jewes. 


This done, Veſpaſian ſet fozth Valericus 


and Taribus, two Romain Captains, with 
his fon Titus, who went, beſieged, and wan 
the townes of defence that were in Galilee, 
And thus did Titus ble them. They that 
peelded vnto him, he ſausdthcir liues: and 
whoſoeuer withffad him, he ſlew.

eyther our bodpes or Godes . Titus, pon fi 
this made peace with them , confirming i 
be waiting ſealed, fo2 the better aſſurami 
' thereof. Dothey opened the Gates, am 
Titus came into the Towne with all his 
whole armie, and the Jewes receiu him

with great ioy, honouring him very much. 
Then Titus enquired foz Ichochanan g his 
confederates. The Citizens declared unte 
him, how he fled by night with all his vnto 
Jeruſalem. Titus hearing that, ſent after to 
purſue him: pet they fond him not, he had 
made ſuch ſpede. Notwithſtanding, many 
ofthe people that went out of the Towne 
with him, that they might eſcape the dan⸗ 
ger, both men, women, and childꝛen, olde 
and impotent perſons,they ouertoks, flew 
them enerp one, and returned with a great 
ſpople. After this, Titus wan al the cities in 
Galilee, and ſet rulers in them. Then Val- 
paſian diflodged from thence, and came to 
the Motint Taboꝛ, which Hath ſnowe on it 
tontinuallp, the height thereofis thirty fur⸗ 
longs, and vpon the top is a plaine twenty 
the furlongs long. Thither ſent Vaſpaſian 
ane of his captainies called Palgorus, which: 
tooke the Mountaine and the Towne that 
ſfod thereon.

Thus when Ichochanan had gotten 
the upper hand of the city, he made an army 
out of Jeruſalem to go 4 take the cities that 
had made peace with V aſpaſian which they 
lacked and caſed to the ground: ? whatſoe⸗ 
ier ther found in them,Romans oz Jewes, 
they flue them. Pea, lehochanan went with 
them himſelfe to aide them, ſpopling t carp⸗ 
ing away all the riches that they founde in 
them. They twke alſo the citty Gerara,that 
lude beyond Jo2dane,wheras they remai⸗ 
ned. The inhabitants of Jeruſalem, both 
peſts, Elders, and the reſt of the people, 
ſent Embaſſadours to Vaſpaſian, fo deſire 
este with him, & ſacco28 againſt Iehocha- 
nan and his wicked rable which daily in the 
laune flew very many of the people of Cod. 
We citizens alſs of Gerara ſent Embafſa- 
A onto Vaſpaſian, ſaying, If thou wilt

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thereof, xeffabliſh it vnto ther: then harken 
- bnto our counſell, and come vnto vs with 
out delay, to deliner vs from the handes of 
Jehochanan. x the wicked ſeditious perſons 
that with all their might .endenour to ſpoile 
all our gods, and to get the dominion auer 
vs, our Miues and childꝛen, to none other 
purpoſe, then by that meanes to deſfroy vs 
vtterly that no remnant of vs ſhould beleft, 
I ſo be thou wilt come, and valiantly with⸗

Them Poligorus dꝛoue backe fo the riuer, 
where he flew 1 3. thouſand of them, the reit

But the Edo⸗ 
mites met him in the field in great number, 
and iopned with him, but neither part had 
the vito2p;wherefo:e at length they rety2ed 
both, Then was Schimeon in ſo great a 
tage when as he could not ouercome theſe 
domites, that he wicht him ont of his life. 
dals ceaſed fighting awhile, and encam⸗

Py s right. againſt it, and there above, 
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And as he was deuiſing now to 03der alf 
things, there came vnto him an Edomite 
called Jacob one of the chiefeſt men among 


them, and a Warriour: Me hearing of Sch 


meons pꝛoclamation, was moued to come 
and enter aileague with him, and thereup⸗ 
on ſaide vnta him: Neuer let it diſcomfozt 
thie, that thou couldeſt not ouercome the E- 
domites at the firſt battaile-- If thou wilt be 
ruled by my counſaile, thou ſhalt win al tho 
cities in the whole land, and J will deliuet 
them into thy hands.

had ſacked the houſes of the that were ſlaine

fedby where he lay in his ambuſh. Yer hee 
toke, and bꝛought againe to Jeruſalem,not 
alitle pꝛuode of ſach a pzap , thinking. now 
we ſhall hane Schimeon atour pleaſure, ſev 
ing we haue his wife our pꝛiſoner: he loneth 
her ſo entirelp, that hee will doe fo2 her ſake 
whatſoeuer we wil haue him. This came ts 
Schimeons eare , who had taken that time 
many of Iehochanans men, and cut off their 
right hands, ſending them with ſuch thame 
to Jeruſalem fo their maiſter. Me ſent moze- 
oner Embaſſadours fo Ichochanan, willing 
him to ſend hun his wife, in ſuch ſo2t that 
hee might come to him with all that was

did in habit it. Iehochauan hearing this, 
has loꝛe afraid, and al they that were with 
him e therkoꝛe they ſent him his wife, where⸗ 
vpon Schimeon kept him within the town. 
And as Schimeon plated 5 ty2ant without, 
folikewiſe did Ichochanan within. Foz Ie- 
hochanans ſouldiers rauiſhed the Jſraelites 
wines, eſhed innocent blod. Shoꝛtly after 
| $chimeonleft thetowne foꝛ a ſpace, æ retur⸗ 
nes into Edomea, fozhe had woꝛd that the 
men ok moſt power, t the ritheſt ſoꝛt of that 
tountrey rebelled. Wheteupon he ſacked x 
(popled all the townes of Edomea, and left 
the nothing: infomuch that he was become 
bery rich, and then returned to Jernſalem, 
bꝛinging the Edomits wholy with him that 
weremeete fo2 war: and many ofthe Jewes 
reſozted fo him, and with his power bes bes 
lieged Jeruſalem, euen at the hard gates. 
Pet the tyꝛann of Iehochanan g his com- 
pllees' ceaſed not but increaſed moze and 
moze daily in Jeruſalem, inſomuch that they 
taught the citizens of Jeruſalem to murder 
their noighbours, and to commit adulte⸗ 
ih their wines: by which meanes fo2s 
was rife and common in the City. 
1 ane ofthe people and youth ſhaued 
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grow, and accompanied themſfelues with 
women, that they might exerciſe their adul- 
tery ſafer , and not be eſpied , which fin vid 
wonderfully defile the City of Jeruſalem, 
without doubt farthered y deſolationthere- 
of, The gates alſo of the towne were cloſed 
vp, that no man might go in noz out.

Titus therefoze 
aud Joſeph with him, departed from Alex⸗ 
and2zia with all thoirarmy,and pitched their 
tents af-Nicopolis , from thencs they came 
by water to Thaniſa ſo fozth to Jraclea,and 
leauing that, came to Peliſis, From thente

Tydings 
tame to Titus, how the Jelves confpired a- 
gainſt themſclues and flew one another dai⸗ 
u, wherrat hee reiopced greatly, and came 
with his whole hoaſt to the ftowne, where he 
found certaine Jewes without that had fled 
becanſe of the rage of the ciuil wars.

Foz he remembꝛed that within thꝛee 
daies afoze, he ſaw the Jewes fight againſt 
him eagerlp, al with one atcoꝛd, ſo earneſtly 
one reſcuing and defending another , that 
no diſcozd appeared to bee. geſt them, 
ad not f woꝛds.

ofpardon foz their raſhnes, in that they had 
ſovnaduiſedly without o2der againf his 
minde, encountred with the Jewes. Zhen 
Tus faking pitty of them, pardoned them, 
requeſting them to beware he&reafter that 


they commit nothing againſt his commann-

dement, neither in woꝛd noꝛ derd, and ſo do⸗ 
ing, they ſhould haue his fauour, and auoyd 
his diſpleaſure, and danger to death foz the 
tontrarp.

Foz Schimeon was otherwiſe bufied,hehi 
entertained ten P. men of the beſt of theſs 
ditious Jews, and ioyned himſelfe to Lacoh 
the Edomite, captaine of nine thouſand e 
domitcs : with whom he hab made a 
racy, vtterip to deſtroy captaine Tehools. 
nan. And ſetting vpon him, thep compel 
him to flee into the court of the temple, win 
he remained in the gate ol the entrance df 
the temple , with 8000. and 450, gov mn 
of war, all well appointev in jackes,tleiſx 
alſo was againſt him, and ioyned with Schi- 
, meon,becomming an enemy | to him that be 
foꝛe had ſaued his lik, and ſo they both togs 
ther aſſailed Ichochanan, neglecting thee 
fence ofthe Towne , By this meanestht 
Romaines encamped themſelues about he 
walles at their pleaſure , rapſing fowers, 
t caſting trenches to plant their yzonrans 
bppon , to batter the walles . The'common 
people of the Jewes, that were vupertht

And this did they not onlv 
with their owne men, but alſo with all the 
reſtofths people, in ſuch wiſe, that when the 


Romans made any aſſault, then iopned they

wars, and fal togither by the eares among 
themſelues. Extreame and d2eadfull was 
the ciuil conflict at that ſeaſon, betwerne the 
th:&fozeſaid captaines, and ſo ſo2e,that the

Now as the Romaines 
bender the ramme to batter the wal, Kantor 
teped vnto Leu, J beſteth thee my Logd Ti- 
tus, be mertifuli to this moſt famons Citie 
that is almot᷑ beaten down already, doe not 
defate it vtteriy,; but take pity ofthe ſandu⸗ 
Arp ſhat is in it, and deſtroy not the habita⸗ 
tion ofthe Lo2d God. Titus at his requeſt 
tommaunded his men to ſtap, and to leaue 
ebattering the wall. Then ſaid he to Kan- 
w, Come foꝛth hither to me, and thou ſhalt 
wh ſave thy.ſelfe, J will pardon ther, thou alt 
DI. not be deftroped, Kantor anſwered, J will

Kantor deſired him to holde abꝛoad his 


cloake lap, that he might hurle him downe 


his money that he had there, (leaſt the Jews 
perteiuing it, would take it from him) and 
then he would come downe. And as Iiarus 


held vp his lap fo receiue the money that 
Kantor ſpake of, Kantor with all his might 


caff downe a great ſtone, which Iiarus eſpy- 
ing, lept aſide and anoided: but it light vp- 
pon one of his fellowes, and ew him. Titus 


was inounderfull wꝛoth at this, and foꝛih- | 


with planted yet another y:on ram againſt 
the wall, and at length laid it flat bppon the 


ground. Zhen commanded Titus to make 


fires about the Mall, whereas the Jewes 
ſhould eſcape by. Kantor ſeeing that, would 
haue fled,and as her made haſt to eſcape the 
fires, the weight of his armour bare him 
downe into the fire, and there her died, moꝛe 
deſirous of death then life. Then entred the

pzenailed againſt the Jewes, at ſuch tin 
as they iſſued out of the town, and conſtr 
ned them to withdzaw themſclues within 
the walls. Pet Tuus pittying the miſe 
ble tate of the city, Temple, and peopled 
the Loꝛd, at that time commaunded his pu 
ple to withdꝛaw themſelues from the wals, 
and to leaue of the aſſault foz a while, that 
he might offer peace vnto the Jewes, toſt 
if they would now be content to ſubmitths 
ſelues vnto the Romaines, to haue quiet 
neſſe and reſt without daunger of deſtrud 
on.

But perſwade pour 
lelues of this, that as long as pee refuſe to be 
ſubiect vnto the Romaines, ſo long vou ſtirre 
againſt your ſelnes, Gods wꝛath and high 
diſpleaſure:and beſides that, deferre the lon- 
ger, and pꝛolong your redemption and deli⸗ 
nerance not only fo pour ſelues, but alſo to 
your poſteritp. Now thercfoze my bꝛethꝛzen, 
Ithought & mp part to declare al theſe things 
toyon, and it is in your power ta chuſe whe⸗ 
ther you liſt: foꝛ who ſo will, let him giue 
eare vnto me, and who not, let him abſtaine 
frommy counſaile. The people hearing theſe 
woꝛds and ſayings of Ioſeph the Pꝛieſt, wept, -

make peace with Titus, but Schimeon Elext 
ſar, and Iehochanan, captaincs of the ſediti⸗ 
ons, ſet ſtrong watch 4 warde at eucry gate, 
charging them to kill all that ſhould go fo2th, 
Thus were many killed which would haue 
fled f@2th to Titus, and the citty of Jernſalem 
was cloſed vp, and no man could get ont 
noꝛ in. In the mcane ſeaſon fell a great 
dearth and famine in Jeruſalem, inſomuch, 
that the ſeditious ſearched euere nians houſe 
and Seller foz fade. 

And becauſe a certaine honſhslder withfod 
them, they killed him. Thus thep dealt with 
all them that dwelled at Jeruſalem; till the 
bictuals in the Town was alſpent, that men 
beganne fo ſeeke dung and very mans excre 
mentsto eate, by which meanes much ofthe 
people died fo2 hunger. TWhoſoener at that 
time could get any hearbes oz rootes, mice, 
ſerpents, oz other creeping wozmes ( what- 
ſoeuer they were) to eate, hee was counted

ſtaine and ſaue his life withall , in that hard 
famine and terrible hunger. Poꝛeouer, who 
ſo had any coꝛne in ſtoꝛe that no man knew 
of, hee was afraide to ſendit tothe mill, 0;

At that time alſo were exteeding rich men 
inJernſalem which tole meate one from an- 
other, ſo that the father catcht meate from 
the ſon, the ſonne from the father, the mother 
ſnatcht from her childꝛen, the childzen likwiſe 
from their mother: and ſuch as fled out at 
the gates, 02 otherwiſe let themſelnes vowne 
oner the wals in the night ſeaſon, vnawares 
to the ſeditious perſons, the Romaines killed 
them without. This euill therefoze and di⸗ 
ſtreſle encreaſed ſo long, that the people had 
devoured al that euer crept on the earth from, 
the mouſe ta the ſpider, from the newt to the 
wefell: whereby a moſt greeuous peſtilence 
allowed, that innumerable ofthe people of 
the Loꝛd died, and there was no man to burp 
them. When thep chanced to finde any dead 
hoaſe 03 other beaſt in the town, a man ould 
le many Iſraelites ftrine 6 fight fo: it, in all 
points like to famiſhed Rauens lighting vp-, 
on a dead carcaſe, ſo that in ſuch confentions 
very many were llaine. Therefoze when di- 
ners men with their wines and childꝛen gat 
tut ok the citty to gether hearbes to eate, and 


So manp as came out of the gates of the Ci- 
ty now and then, the Komaines killed and 
. hanged them vpon galiowſes, ouer againſt 

the gates ot Jeruſalem,to the number of 520. 
After the ſame maner Sciurneon, Iehochanan 
and Eleaſar dealt with thoſe Komanes whom 
they could by any traine catch, euen hanged 
them vp vpon the wals.Whoſocuer allo they 
could perceiue would fl& vnto the Romain, 
they hanged them likewiſe ouer the wales to 
the number of 500. But Titus gaue com 


mandement to all his ſouldiers, that no man 


vpon paine of death, ſhould kill any of them 
' that fledout of Jeruſalem. Foz he toke pitty 
of the Iſraelites , and ceaſed not to ſpeake 
friendly and louingly to the Jeroſolimites: fo 
that he went vet once againe to the wals, and 
ſpake vnto the Jewes in this ſoꝛt. Beate J 
beſeech pou the counſell of Ioſeph, and com? 
vnto me that you may liue, t not perith vtter- 
ly. Spare pour people: why wil you oppzelit 


them vexed with hunger, thirſt, peſtilenee, 


and bcſieging - But the ſeditious hearing 
, Titus ſpeake, were wonderfull incenſed, and 
intended to adde miſchiele uppon miſchief, 
ecruellp the people ot Gad.

Why dꝛawelt thou not out thy ſwo2d to de ·

, ſwered, I tame of the ſeede of Alexander, J 
am the tenth from him. Ioſeph ſaid, It may 
well bee as thou haſt ſaid, that thou art of the 
ſacceſſion of Alexander, ſoʒ the vnliantneſſe 


of thy heart that thou haſt ſhewed declareth, 


no leſſe. Howbeit thou ſhalt vndecſtand that 
the Komaines haue done wilelp to abffaing 
from the aſſault at this time, becauſe they

The fame night captaine 
lehochanan with his company iſſued fazth, 
and bndermined the ground bnder the 
wheeles ofthe wagons that bare the rams, p 
putting pitched bo2des , opled , and done 
duer with bꝛimſtone, in the trenches vn- 
der the wheerles, and under the boꝛdes, 
they ſpꝛead leather, which likewiſe was 
ſmeared and done ouer with pitch, oyle, and 
bꝛimſtone. Then they let fire vpon the boꝛds, 
which burnt tül they came to the fete of the 
rams : and thep once ſet a fire and burnt, the 
engines fell vpon the watch that was ap- 
pointed to keepe it, being a ſleepe, and killed 
them. Whereat the Romaines were much 
viſmaide , and ſaid, Jt is not poſſible wee 
ſhould allault this City hereafier': fo they 
have burnt all our engines of warre, where- 
with wee haue ſubducd all other kingdomes: 
lo that now of fifty yzon rammes which wee 
hought with vs, wee had but fiue left, and 
the ſeditious Jewes haue burnt th2ce of 
them, what ſhall weeno 


on the walles hearing their woꝛdes flowte 
them, and laught them to ſcoꝛne. Wherefoze 
Titus incenſed with anger, commaunded the 
other thꝛee rammes to be adꝛeſſed in the place 
of that which was bꝛent. In the mean ſeaſon, 
while the Romaines were at wozke, foure 
young men moued with great zeale whoſe 
names were, firſt Tnopatius Galileus, then 
Magarus Chebronita, the third Iorminus 
Schornronira, the fourth Arius Ierofolymin, 
Theſe all armed, iCaed aut inte the camp 
ofthe Romaines, that then ffod about their 
26 engins and p2on rammes, deuiſing how 
to batter the walles of the Cittp, of whom 
fame theſe young men killed, the other fled.

This doone, the 
Jewes were moze ſale euer after in the Ro- 
manes campe without all ieoperdy, no man 
hurting them epther in wozd 02 deed. Pea, i 
any Roman found a Jew abzoad wandzing, 
hee conducted him gently and peace ably into 
the Campe. There was a tertaine Scribe 
of Jeruſalem at that time, a faithfull man, 
whoſename was Menachen, ſonne of Seruk 
the Scribe, whoſe Aunteſters hadde ſerued 
Eſdras the Scribe of woozthp memo2y, in 
Badilon: and being a keeper of the leaſt gate 
which was in Jeruſalem, vpon that fide to 
wards the bzoke Kidzon, noted the number 
of the dead that were caried fozth to burying 
by that gate,and found they tame fo 115. G 
8. C. and 8. perſons, which were all of the no⸗ 
bles and gentlemen, oz at the leaſt of the ſub! 
cantialleſt men of the Jewes. Titus vpon 
time (Loſeph being p2eſent) aſked the quelli⸗ 
on of thoſe pꝛinces of the Jewes which were 
fled vnto him, ving, J charge you vppon 
pour fidelity, to thew me how many Jewes 
be dead in the towne, ſince the time J befie- 
dit to Thep gaue him the num 
E enery man as faras they knew.

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the dead that were carried f@2th at all the 
nates to bee buryed, and the ſumme came to 
70575 » beſides them that euery where lay 
dend in the houſes and ſtreefes: beſides them 
ill that were ſlaine in the temple, and they 
hat lap here and there vnburped. Which 
when Titus heard, he maruelled greatip, and 


ſayd, It is well knowne to the Lozd God of 


heauen , that Jam not the cauſe of theſe e⸗ 
nils. Foz J deſired to bee at peace with them 
oftner then once, but the ſeditious euermoze 
would nothing but warre warre. 

At that time the hunger began to ware 
dery great in the Towne, amongſt the ſedi⸗ 
tious, which neuer lackt befoze this, fo2 they 
tone it alwapes from other men by fozce, 
till now at length they were diſtreſſed with 
hunger themſelues , ſo that after they had 
eaten vp all they2 Yozſes, they eate alſa 
their doung, and the leather of the charrets + 
nepther was there left any greene bonghes 
ofthe Trees, no2 any hearbcs , that the ſe⸗ 
ditions might get to tate. Foz the Ro- 
maines had hewed downe all the Tres, and 
tut downe all the buſhes round about Jeru⸗ 
lalem, by the — of thirteene miles, ſo that

After that, the Romaines made bp arid! 
ther Jron -ramme, very terrible: th 
bended againſt the walles, to ſee if ther 
were any Souldiours left in the Towne, ſo 
ſtout as they were in times paſt. When 
the Captaines of the ſeditious ſaw that, they 
iſſued out with their companies againſt the 
Romaines , and fine very manp of them in 
that ſkirmiſh, Wherefoze Titus ſaid, Itis 
not wiſedome fo fight with them any man, 
but rather with the rams to ſhake and batter 
the wall, fo; they haue no moꝛe but this wall 
left; and ſo we may bꝛing our whole hoaſt

This tounſell of Titus was liked of althe 
Pꝛinces and people. The Captaines ofthe 


fſeditious miſtruſting no leſſe then theRv/
